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But  the  conditions  in  the  South  were  met. 
.Mississippi  took  the  lead  by  making  a 
constitution  which  practically  put  suffrage 
on  an  edvtiational  foundation.  This  consti- 
tution has  been  upheld  by  the  supreme 
court  of  the  nation.  The  jwijitieal  aspects 
of  the  Negro  problem  have  been  settled. 
The  Negro  is  not  a political  menace  in 
Mississippi  now  and  never  will  he  again. 
There  are  other  phases  to  be  dealt  with, 
but  they  must  be  considered  from  the  eco- 
nomical and  sociological  standpoint. 

The  present  agitation  to  disfranchise  the 
Negroes  is  exceedingly  unfortunate  at  this 
time,  especially  for  the  South.  It  is  mani- 
festly a political  war  cry.  It  will  avail 
nothing  toward  the  proposed  end.  At  this 
time  the  burden  of  Negro  enfranchisement 
is  on  the  North,  not  through  Negro  baiters 
in  the  South.  And.  it  it  ever  comes,  it  will 
come  with  other  needed  changes.

Disfranchisement,  when  it  comes,  will 
carry  a reduction  of  representation  in  Con- 
gress, no  doubt,  and  the  lessening  of  South- 
ern influence  in  the  nation.  This  could  be 
borne,  if  a corresponding  blessing  came  with 
it.  But  the  present  agitation  can  not  he 
fruitful,  and  it  is  prejudicial.  Tt  would  not, 
if  successful,  cure  our  ills.  The  Negrpes 
would  -still  he  here.  The  same  outrages 
would  be  committed.  The  same  economical 
and  social  conditions  would  obtain.  The. 
present  agitation  is  barking  on  the  wrong 
track.  Tt  is  stirring  feelings  of  race  preju- 
dice to  no  good.  We  have  a situation  to 
meet,  and  the  white  race  must  show  itself 
worthv  of  its  leadership  bv  meeting  these 
conditions  in  the  right  spirit  and  after  the 
right  fashion.

churej),  sinjee  Constantine,  had  degenerat- 
ed from  its  purity  and  sanctity.”  Thus 
as  early  as  682.  the  church  began  to  make 
pretensions  over  temporal  power.  This  was 
accomplished  at  first,  by -the  bishops,  but 
when  the  bishops,  becoming  jealous  of  each  * 
other,  begun  to  quarrel  they  appealed  to 
the  Pope.  The  same  thing  occurred  with 
reference  to  temporal  powers;  so  the  op- 
pressed everywhere  rallied  around  tin- 
papal  th nli ne.  “The  man  in  the  mire  is 
always  first  to  implore  aid  of  Hercules.” 
Again  quilting  from  “Digest  of  History,” 
page  372 1 “In  the  commencement  of  the 
9th  ecntiify,  between  820  and  849.  appeared 
what  are  now  called  the  ‘false  decretals 
of  Isidore!. ’ These  purported, to  he  decret- 
als nf  the  early  bishops  of  Rome.  They 
denied,  thjo  power  of  the  Metropolitans  and 
established  appellate  jurisdiction  of  the 
I’npi-V;  although  now,  known  to  be  false, 
they  were  then  universally  allowed  to  be 
genuine,  land  gave  a sort  of  legal  sanction 
to  all  the  usurpations  of  the  Popes  up  to 
that  timj'.  ” Thus  we  see  to  what  base 
degrees  these  would-be  spiritual  and  tem- 
poral rulers  would  stoop  to  maintain  and 
extend  their  power. 

Constantine  was  the  first  emperor  to  give 
church  full  power  to  acquire  and  hold  all 
kinds  of  property.  Prom  this  time  forward, 
we  find  the  wealth  of  the  church  constantly 
enlarging,  particularly  after  the  eonquest 
of  barbarians,  till  in  the  12th  century,  half 
the  land;  of  Europe  was  owned  by  the 
church. M Digest  says,  page  378:  “But 
in  later  times  we  shall  see  that  the  pope 
beenme  avaricious,  and  began  to  plunder 
the  churches,  in  fact,  main  cause  of  ref- 
ormation.”

Of  course  there  had  been  from  the  very 
beginning  opposition  to  this  politieo-religio- 
power.  There  were  true  followers  of  Christ 
and  representatives  of  a pure  Gospel  in 
every  age,  but  on  account  of  persecution, 
could  never  present  any  formidable  oppo- 
sition to  the  Church  of  Rome. 

The  climax  of  popish  infamy  was  reached 
in  what  is  known  as  the  “Sailc  of  Indul- 
gences.” Cnrdinnl  Gibbons  gives  this  defi- 
nition of  “An  Indulgence:”  An  indul- 
gence is  simply  a remission  in  whole  or  in 
part,  through  the  superabundant  merits  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  his  saints,  of  the  tem- 
poral punishment  due  to  God  on  account 
of  sin.  after  the  guilt  and  eternal  punish- 
ment have  been  remitted.”  As  barbarous 
as  the  idea  is,  contained  in  this  definition, 
it,  is  very  mildly  put  by  the  learned  Cardi- 
nal, and  though  he  admits  that  “The 
Church  imposes  canonical  penance  no  long- 
er.” he  defends  the  action  of  Pope  Leo  X 
in  proclaiming  the  “indulgence”  for  the 
completion  of  the  “Church  of  St.  Peter 

The  Catholic  church  was  in  the  habit  of 
imposing  penaee  on  offenders  and  crimi- 
nals (>f  different  kinds,  which  was  consid- 
ered (satisfaction  for  offences — if  a part  or 
whole  of  the  penance  was  remitted,  call'd 
an  indulgence.  If  a person  dies  indebted 
for  sijns  not  atoned  for  by  penance,  he  must 
suffer  in  purgatory.  Indulgences  may  ex- 
tend to  Purgatory,  and  church  may,  fur 
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certain  considerations,  exempt  one  suffer- 
ing in  that  realm.

the  unity  of  the  faithful,  4nd  to  that.

The  agents  who  were  employed  to  sell 
these  indulgences  practised  eterv  device 
to  insure  success".  Their  assertions  to  mod- 
ern-years would  apear  impious  land  revolt- 
ing. for  Tetz.el  boasted  of  saving  more  souls 
from  Hell  than  St.  Peter  had  converted. 
Xnd  yet  the  eminent  Cardinal  (tjihbons  en- 
dorses the  Bull  of  Pope  Leo  X.,  with  ref- 
erence to  this  impious  fraud  apd  relic  of 
the  dark  ages. 

Martin  Luther  led  in  the  Reformation. 
H.  was  horn  at  Eislchcn  in  Saxony  (14831. 
In  l.»16  he  wrote  a dissertation  against  doe. 
Iniie  of  Merit  of  good  works.  Of  course, 
this  monk  began  to  write  against  indul- 
gences. At  XX’itteinherg  when  there  was  a 
great  throng  gathering  on  “All  Saints,” 
blither  published  his  95  Theses,  or  propo- 
sitions against  indulgences.  Coiitemporarv 
with  Luther,  was  the  reformed  Swingle,  of 
Switzerland.  Luther  was  summoned  by  the 
Emperor  to  uppear  before  “Diet  of 
XNorms.”  When  Luther  was  counselled  not 
to  trust  himself  at  Worms  for  fear  he 
should  he  put  to  death,  he  replied,  that 
he  would  enter  Worms  in  spite  of  all  the 
powers*  of  Hell,  for  Christ  still  lij-ed.”  He 
stated  that  “he  could  not  retract  unless 
convinced  by  the  testimony  of  the  Bible. 
•>r  clear  arguments,  for  he  neither  believed 
in  Popes  nor  councils,  since  it  was  man- 
ifest they  were  often  deceived,  and  contra- 
dicted each  other.  As  a conscientious  man, 
he  was  hound  to  conform*  to  the  divine 
command.”  Luther,  while  confined  to  the 
r'a*tle.  translated  the  Bible  in  German, 
which  waa  a great  impetus  to  the  refor- 
mation. The  intrinsic  value  of  the  Ref. 
ormation  was  not  in  the  Reformation  itself, 
hut  lay  in  the  fact  that  it  gave  real  dissent- 
ers, which  were  usually  Baptiste,  an  op- 
portunity to  herald  their  doctrines  abroad. 

hese  Baptists — Ana-baptists  as  pistorians 
called  them — were  independent  of  !the  Luth- 
eran reformation.  At  first  Lnther  had  no 
special  objection  to  the  Baptists,  and  their 
number  increased  rapidly  under  the  lead- 


Bro.  J,  F.  Hailey,  Hloiouitn,  Texaa,  has 
publicly  thrown  into  this  corner  a question 
concerning  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 
He  sava,  {“please  ask  your  query  man  to 
explain  Itiil.  3:11,  espeeially  the  resurrec- 
tion ’out  from  (among)  the  dead*  see 
Greek.”  He  then  cite*  Rom.  1:4;  1.  peter 
1:3,  and  Acts  4:2,  as  seemingly  teaching 
the  doctrines  of  two  distinct  resurrections 
of  those  who  die  bodily. 

That  thi-re  will  be  a general  resurrection 
“both  of  the  just  and  the  unjust”  in  clear 
beyond  question.  See  Dan.  12:2;  John  5:28; 
Acts  24:1#,  etc.  This  needs  no  comment, 
hut  as  to  whether  or  not  there  will  be 
two  distinct  times  for  tin*  resurr*s*tion  of 
the  hodicti  of.  those  in  the  grave,  great 
students  differ. 

The  teachings  of  the  Scriptures  concern- 
ing the  exact  onliT  of  future  events  ia 
never  clearly  given.  Anybody  can  see  that 
by  reading  Ml  24;  Mk.  13;  Lit.  21.  Why  this 
is  so  we  do  not  know,  hut  we  do  know  that 
the  Bible  is  for  the  independent  study  of 
each  individual,  anil  that  it  contains  ‘She 
deep  things  of  God.”  as  hidden  diamonds 
or  nuggets, of  gold,  to  he  discovered  by  or 
revealed  to  each  Spirit  guided  student  On 
that  account  the  Scriptures  have  never 
grown  stal^,  and  each  real  gospel  miner  is 
constantly  bringing  out  of  its  rich  veins 
“things  new  and  old.”  inspiring  others  t** 
still  deeper  investigation.  No  man  has  ever 
yet  reached  the  bottom  of  the  mine,' nor 
half  explored  its  many  strata  of  richest 
gems..  | 1 • i 

Thus  it  is  with  the  doctrine  of  the  resur- 
rection of  the  dead,  consequently  great 
men  differ  tit  to  just  how  it  shall  be. 

But  in  answer  let  me  say  that  to  me,  per- 
sonally, th^  Scriptures  clearly  teach  two 
distinct  resurrections;  one  when  Christ 
shall  come  again,  the  other  after  the  end 
of  the  thousand  years  of  His  reign  on  earth. 

When  he  comet  those  who  were  faithful 
to  Him  while  they  lived  “shall  he  raised 
out  from  among  the  dead”  and  shall  reign 
with  Him  here  on  earth  for  one  thousand 
years.  -«ee  Rev.  20:4..  5.  While  all  are 
to  he  raised  from  the  dead#  this  first  resnr 
reetions  is  to  be  “attained.”  therefore 
Paul  wrote  that  he  wanted  to  know  Christ, 
and  the  powpr  of  His  resurrection,  and  the 
fellowship  of  His  sufferings,  that  he  might 
“attain”  the  resurrection  from  smoog  the 
dead---tbe  first  resurrection.  “Blessed”  in- 
deed are  those  who  “attain”  to  this  res- 
urrection, for  it  is  the  reward  given  to 
only  “the  faithful  in  Christ  Jesus  ” 

The  second  resurrection,  as  I read  the 
word,  will  include  all  of  the  saved,  who 
were  not  faithful  to  their  trusts,  together 
with  all  who  shall  be  forever  lost.  This  will 
take  place  after  the  thousand  years  have 
passed  and  just  before  the  judgment  dav. 

See  Rev.  20.11.  5. 

These  shall  all  he  judged.  Those  whose 
names  are  fotlnd  in  the  book  of  life  shall 
escape  the  aecond  death,  but  they  lost  the 


joys  of  the  nnllenial  reign  on  earth  wilh 
Christ.  Those  not  found  with  their  names 
in  the  book  of  life  shall  suffer  the  second 
death,  a sad  and  eternal  fate. 

This  is  the  order  of  the  resurrection  aa 
I ace  it  in  the  Scriptures,  and  thus  I be- 
lieve it  shall  Is*,  therefore,  like  Paul,  fully 
realizing  that  I am  a sinner  saved  hy 
Grace  without  works,  1 crave  to  know  the 
fellowship  of  Christ's  sufferings  and  be 
faithful  to  the  tmst  committed  to  me  aa  a 
child  of  Cisl,  that,  if  )x>a*ihlc,  I may  “at- 
tain unto  the  resurrection  from  among  the 
dead”  ami  be  permitted  to  “reign  with 
Christ. “

A brother  asks.  “Why  is  it  that  Baptists, 
as  a rule,  object  to  Vailing  the  laml’s  Sup- 
per ‘the  sacrament  t*  " 

If  1 can  succeed  in  answering  that  ques-  ’ 
lion  clearly  1 shall  be  glad,  for  I do  believe  ' 
it  is  one  of  the  most  grossly  misiuiderst<HMl 
words  in  common  use  among  us. 

Answer.  1.  Kacraimtnt  means  primarily 
"an  oath,  ’ ami  the'.  I.ord’s  Sii|i|ier  is  uni 
an  oath,  therefore  to  call  the  ordinance  "the 
wkcrament''  is  to  make  tt  appear  to  be  uhnt 
it  is  uot.  * 

2.  A sacrament,  according  to  the  Roman 
( atholie  Church,  “is  an  outward  visible 
sign  of  an  inward  invisible  grace."  and  the 
I*ord  s Siqqier  is  no  suyh  a sign  fhr  many 
who  receive  the  emblems  know  nothing 
whatever  of  grace  in  the  soul. 

3.  The  Roman  Catholics  teach  that  a sac 

rament  works  "by  the  inherent  power  tr 
the  institution,  or  by  the  performaitee  of 
the  act,  independently  of  the  moral  char- 
acter *if  the  priest  and  the  state  of  the  re  * 
eipient : in  baptism  producing  regenera- 

tion; in  “ the- sacrament!' ’ actually  impart- 
ing to  Hie  soul  the  real  tiody  and  divinity 
of  Christ.  liaptists  dp  not  believe  the 
lord  s Supper  docs  any  such  thing,  there 
fore  cannot  call  it  “the  Sacrament”  without 
stultifying  themselves  and  sanctioning  the 
awful  d.  ictrine*  of  Rome, 

I All  of  tip.  Reformed  churches  tivieh 
that  then*  is  some  hind  of  inherent  “efqra 
cy"  in" the  sacrament.”  but  “require  faith 
as  a subjective  condition'*  for  receiving  that 
‘efficacy,  while  Baptists  do  qot  Itelievc 
then- is  any  efficacy  whatever  in  the  laird's 
Supper,  as  such,  cither  before  or  after  the 
prayers  offered  when  it  is  observed,  there- 
fore to  call  tin:  ordinance  “the  sacrament..” 
as  the  Reformed  churches  do,  ia  for  Bap 
lists  to,  m the  minds  of  all  except  informed 
Baptists,  sanction  the  “sacramental  eftiem 
cy  idea  of  the  Reformers,  thus  misrepiv 
Renting  and  stultifying  themselves 

5.  Baptists  hold  that  the  Ford's  Supper 
, *R  simply  a memorial  rite  or  ordinance  in- 
stituted by  Christ  to  commemorate  Ilia  • 
death  till  He  shall  come  again,  nothing 
more,  nothing  less,  and  that  there  ia  no 
efficacy  in  the  elements  used  eithe^,hefnre 
or  after  “ consecration. ” and  that  the  onlj- 
Messing*  received  hy  any  one  who  partake* 
of  the  Supper  is  the  reward  given  for  ohed.

Baptists  do  npt  believe  in  the  “efficacy ” 
idea,  whether  Catholic  or  Reformed,  there- 1 
fore  should  never  stultify  themselves  by 
using  the  word  thev  use  to  express  their 
idea  when  talking  about  the  Lord's  Supper.  , * 

I hope  this  ia  clear.

The  money  combines,  the  labor  eontfoll- 
ers  and  oppressors  and  the  liquor  traffick- 
ers only  laugh  in  their  sleove.4  pnd  say  and 
sing  ‘‘noble  phylanthophv.” 

They  will  ever  make  a liberal  contribu- 
tion to  help  on  the  ‘‘blessed  charity,”  while 
in  their  hearts  and  minds  and  methods  they 
are  scheming  and  planning  an|l  working  on 
the  one  hand  to  blind  and  stimify  men  with 
drink  and  then  rob  them  of  their  hard- 
earned  wages  and  on  the  other  to  depress 
and  limit  wages  and  increase  their  own 
profits  and  fortunes  to  the  point  of  semi- 
starvation on  the  part  of  the  lhboret's.  One 
of  the  main  reasons  for  the  mistreatment  of 
children  will  he  found  in  the  solution  of 
these  burning  problems  of  the  “liquor  traf- 
fic. capital  and  labor.” 

Laboring  men  and  women  on  account  of 
limited  incomes,  made  so  almost  entirely 
hv  the  liquor  traffic  and  depression  of 
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wages  and  increased  cost  of  living,  are  driv- 
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en  to  utilizing  the  little  profits  from  thp  la- 
bor of  their  little  children  employed  at 
starvation  wages  in  the  shops  and  facto- 
ries and  “sweat  barns”  of  those  bleated 
capitalists.  Here,  in  our  opinion,  is  the  se- 
cret and  very  heart  of.  the  whole  matter. 
There  may  be  exceptions  as  there  always 
are  to  all  rules,  hut  the  rule  as  a general 
principle  will  )>e  found  to  he  against  the 
money  barons.  J 

“The  love  of  money  is  the'hvotjof  all 
evil”  and  the  more  a rich  man  has  of  it 
the  more  he  wants  as  a rule,  and  t|he  less 
a poor  man  hajs  the  more  he  seeks  /if  hon- 
est, to  employ  all  of  his  resources  Possible 
in  the  life  and  death  struggle  to  obtain  an 
“untainted”  living.  Yes  indeed  “the  ehil- 
dren of  today  are  the  nation  of  tomorrow,” 
hut  what  sort  of  a nation  are  ww I to  have 
if  we  are  to  look  to  “compulsory  educa- 
tional laws,  juvenile  courts  and  junior  re- 
publics” for  them  and  not  to  our  good 
American  homes  and  schools?  Homes  are 
ordained  of  God  for  the  nation  Is  nursery 
and  not  courts  or  prisons  or  houses  of  cor- 
rection or  even  orphan  asylums. 

If  the  humane,  the  just,  the  philanthro- 
pic and  the  religeous  people  of  oiir  country- 
want  the  nation  of  tomorrow  to  lie  an  im- 
provement on  that  of  today  then  let  them 
not  abate  their  well-meant  efforts  to  pre- 
vent the  mistreatment  of  the  little  ehildren 
and  their  plans  and  methods  Ur  their  im- 
provement, hut  by  all  that  is  rijirht  and  just 
and  good  and  holy  let  them!  turn  their 
forces  with  all  the  latent  powers  of  a great 
people,  dranw  out,  developed  and  mad<‘ 
irresistnhle  by  the  human  will  and  divine 
grace  and  providence,  to  destroy  the  liquor 
traffic  and  to  curb  and  limit  a^id  tame  and  * 
civilize  and  if  possible  ( ‘hristiajiiize  the  mail 
spirit  and  forces  that  control  the  commer- 
cial and  manufacturing  interests  of  out 
country.  Herein  is  the  main  field  for  rr> 
form  and  where  the  peril  of  our  future  a* 
a nation  lies.  The  ehildren  of  the  lonto- 
erats  are  multiplying  in  proportion  to  num- 
bers about  as  rapidly  as  those  of  the  “pro- 
letariat” and  they  are  inheriting  quite  as 
had  traits  from  their  rich  parents  as  are -the 
ehildren  of  the  oppressed  poor  in  the  sweat 
shops  and  factories,  if  wo  ,are  to  judge 
by  the  oft-repeated  ontcome<as  appears  ill 
high  places,  sueh  for  instftnee  as  the  Thawj- 
Ycsbit-White  scandal  that  has  just  disgrac- 
ed our  American  civilization.  If  we  can- 
not stop  the  breed  then  let  us  do  what  we 
can  by  both  moral  and  legal  suasion  to  limilt 
it  and  thiiR  liberate  the  poor  laborers  that 
they  may  have  a free  man’s  chance  build 
their  homes,  educate  and  train  their  chil- 
dren and  thus  see  to  it  that  “the  children 
of  today  shall  be  the  worthy  citizens  of  this 
great  nation  tomorrow.”  Half-way  quoting 
another:  “It  is  well  to  have  a convenient 
hospital  at  the  bottom  of  the  precipice”  to 
take  care  of  and  if  possible  heal  the  hurts 
of  all  who  fall  over,  hut  it  is  a good  if  n it 
a better  policy  to  fence  in  at  the  top  of  the 
perilous  descent  and  thus  prevent  the  e* 
lamity  of  a fall.  In  other  words,  make  a'1 
possibe  efforts  to  remove  the  cause  of  the 
evil  and  let  your  remedies  be  for  unavoid- 
able accidents.  It  is  worse  than  barbar- 
ous to  hurt  or  allow  people  to  he  hurt  just 
to  have  th4  honor  of  healing  them.

It  wHl  be  observed  from  these 
facts  that  there  are  whole  linfls  of  railroads 
through  this  section  that  have  no  resident 
Baptist  pastors,  and  along  whieh  tl|ere  is 
very  little  of  Baptist  .preaching  dope,  j Here 
arc  ionic  of  the  places  which  already  have 
churches  hut  are  without  pastors:  Rose- 
dale,  Beulah,  Benoit,  Gunnison,  Friars 
. Point.  Oak  Ridge,  Coahoma,  Merigold,  Tu- 
nica. Crenshaw,  Jonestown,  BelzimiJ  Hal- 
landale. etc.

Today  she  has  a |niem- 
begship  of  226  and  is  among  the  bist  in 
the  State  in  pastoral  support  and  ii  fast 
forging  to  the  front  in  benevolences,  lijnving 
recently  contributed  over  ipptd.00  to  For- 
eign Missions.  Clarksdale  Baptist  chub'll  is 
only  seven  years  old.  In  the  recent  meet- 
ing there  conducted  by  State  Evangelist 
Solomon,  they  subscribed  a handsonnl  sal- 
ary and  called  the  gifted  and  scholarly  W. 
A.  Jorilnn  to  the  pastorate.  A few  years 
ami  ( 'larksdale  will  he  the  best  of  the  (best. 
I'mler  the  leadership  of  Bro.  W.  A.  Bdnim. 
Greenville  has  experienced  a renaissance. 
With  her  magnificent  new  chureh  edifice 
and  her  generally  accelerated  strength, 
Greenville  must  he  counted  at  the  top. 
la-land,  blessed  with  such  a leader  nis  E 
T.  Moherly,  is  now  one  of  the  strongest 
.elinrehes  numerically  and  financially  in  the 
Delta.  But  4>  more  conspicuous  instance 
of  what  can  he  accomplished  in  the  Delta 
cap  I"'  found  than  the  work  of  W.  II.  Mor- 
gan of  Shaw.  Four  years  ago  when  jBro. 
Morgan  went  to  Shaw  there  were  indy 
three  members  in  tile  church  and  twin  of 
thym  were  ladies.  Today  they  have  a them- 
hepship  of  about  sixty-five.  The  churrih  is 
beautifully  fitted  out  and  a splendid  par- 
sonage is  under  construction.  I kno\|p  of 
nothing  in  the  State  equal  to  this  record 
when  we  realize  that  this  is  in  the  Delta. 
The  work  of  Bro.  R.  C.  Rlailock  at  Gun- 
nison was  monumental.  He  went  there  With 
seven  members,  and  after  four  years  left 
a beautiful  parsonage  and  a strong  elniireli 
entreating  him  to  accept  a salary  of  a hun- 
dred dollars  a month  and  give  them  all 
bis  time.  At  Shelhv  during  a meeting  yon- 
dueted  bv  State  Evangelist  Bambor.  nearly 
A million  dollars  of  resources  wns  added  to 
the  chureh.  The  future  of  this  Delta  will 
number  among  its  great  men  the  name*  of 
C.  IT.  Mize.  D.  H.  S.  Pox  and  *T.  F*.  lfjar- 
nett  who  have  made  such  splendid  invest- 
ments of  their  ministry  in  the  foundation 
Work  of  the  section.  It  has  been  mid 
that  the  Baptists  neveT  fail  to  succeed]  in 
the  Delta  when  some  faithful  man  tijuly 
gives  himself  to  the.  situation. 

All  this  assures  ns  that  ihe  Baptists  lego 
Capture  this  magic  country  if  they  Will. 
What  do  we  need  tq  do  itt  Not  money  but 
MEN.  Strong,  equipped,  willing  preachers 
are  what  we  need.  Nearly  every  year  the 
State  Mission  Board  apportions  more  mon- 
ey to  the  fields  of  the  Delta  than  we  have 
pastors  to  consume.  Our  preachers  gener- 
ally are  reluctant  about  coming  to  the 


Deltar  and  I am  glad  to  lay  the  situation 
open  to  the  brotherhood  and  I trust  that 
the  Master  will  direct  more  men  to  this 
section  of  the  State.

A few  observations  on  Romans  8:29.  “For 
whom  he  did  foreknow,  he  also  did  pre- 
destinate to  he  conformed  to  the  image  of 
his  Son,  that  he  might  Is*  the  first  born 
among  many  brethren.” 

Who  did  God  foreknow T Tin  answer  this 
we  must  look  into  the  preceding  verse, 
because  the  word  for  ennmjets  verse  29 
with  verSfe  28.  Which  reads,  “And  we 
know  that  all  things  work  together  for  good 
to  them  that  love  G«h1.  to  tlieih  who  are  the 
called  according  to  his  purpose.’.’  Here 
we. learn  that  those  whom  he  foreknew  were 
those  whom  he  purposed  to  call.  Why  did 
lie  purpose  to  call  them  that  he  did  fore- 
know Now  in  looking  into  tfic  29th  verse 
again  we  learn  that  they  were  called,  and 
also  predestined  to  be  conformed  to  the 
image  of  his  son  that  he  might  be  the  first 
Horn  among  many  brethren,  j Now  if  we 
will  examine  verse  30  we  will  find  that  God 
not  only  purposed  to  call  them  that  he 
foreknew  btu  the  called  were  predestinated, 
ami  as  though  he  would  emphasize  this 
truth  the  apostle  uses  the  win*d  moreover. 
■'Moreover,  whom  he  did  predestinate,  them 
lie  also  railed.”  Now  did  (pod  purpose, 
ami  predetermine  to  call  those  whom  In* 
foreknew  because  of  some  foreseen  merit 
in  tliemf  1st  the  same  apostle  in  II.  Tim. 

1 :!t  answer  this  question.”  Who  hath  saved 
us.  and  called  us  with  a holy!  calling,  not 
according  to  our  works,  but  laccording  to 
h is  own  purpose  and  grace,  whieh  was 
given  us  in  Christ  Jesus  before  the  world 
la  gan.”  We  are  hardly  justified  in  saving 
that  election  and  predestination  rest  in 
any  foreseen  merit  or  good  qualities  of  the 
sinner  on  the  part  of  Hod,  fof  the  apostle 
tells  us  that  the  foreknown  lire  predesti- 
nated to  he  conformed  to  the  Image  of  his 
son.  This  predestination  then  iiust  refer  to 
God’s  unnmerited  love  to  sinpers. 

Therefore  God  did  not  foreknow  any 
merit  in  the  sinner  that  he  did  not  purpose 
to  give.  If  God  elected  the  siiin«*r.  to  eter- 
nal life  because  he  foreknew  that  the  sin- 
ner would  save  himself,  then  election  would 
la'  a superfluous  thing.  If  Ujnl  foreknew 
that  man  could  save  himself  and  possessed 
qualities  that  would  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  law,  then  why  did  He  j predestinate 
the  sinner  to  he  conformed  to  tlu*  image  of 
his  son?  God’s  foreknowledg*!  here  men- 
tioned is  connected  with  sanetifirntion,  justi- 
fication and  glorification.  It  must  he  a 
foreknowledge  of  individuals  [aR  heirs  of 
eternal  life.  J.  If.  Sample. 

Did  Women  Ever  Speak  in  the  Religioui 
Assemblies  of  the  Apostolic  Times? 

R.  A.  Venable. 

Some  one  desires  me  to  give  an  answer 
to  the  almvc  question.  It  is  thi  piirjiose  of 
this  article  to  attempt  a scriptsiral  answer 
to  that  inquiry.  It  is  generally  held  so  far 
as  my  knowledge  goes  that  the[  Acts  of  the 
Apostles  affords  some  valuable)  data  as  to 
the  nature  and  practice  of  religious  assem- 
blies in  New  Testament  times.  jThis  article 
will  deal  with  such  data  as  is  ijoiind  in  this 
Rook  on  the  subject  in  hand. 

1.  We  are  told  that  there  were  about 
one  hundred  and  twenty  disciples  present 
when  Peter  addressed  the  assembly  as  to  the 
necessity  of  electing  to  the  apostolic  office 
a successor  to  Judas  who  had  by  transgres- 
sion fallen.  These  persons  were  both  men 
anil  women.  The  names  of  sobic  of  both 
sexes  are  given.  (See  Atcs  1).  , 

2.  Again,  “When  the  day  of  Pentecoat 


tons  fully  come”  that  they  were  all  to- 
gether in  one  place,  both  the  men  and 
the  woiupn.  The  “all”  means  all  the  be- 
lievers before  mentioned  as  I take  it 

"I  hey  Were  all  assembled  in  one  house 
and  that  house  became  suddenly  filled  with 
a sound  fas  of  a mighty  rushing  wind  out 
of  heavi4i.  There  appeared  to  them,  both 
men  amt  women,  tongues  as  of  fire  ami 
these  tongues  were  distributed  among  them, 
and  it  sfit  upon  cat'll  of  them;  upon  th*1 
women  ak  well  as  the  men.  and  they  were 
all  tilled  with  the  Holy  Spirit  and  began  t" 
speak  wi^h  other  tongues  us  the  Spirit  gave 
them  utterance. 

3.  Nil  one  reading  the  account  would 
ever  suppose  that  there  was  any  distinction 
made  hv  (lie  Spirit  bet  wren  the  men  and  the 
women.  They  Were  all  filled  with  the 
Spirit,  the  tongues  of  fire  were  distrhuted 
to  all  able  irrespective  of  sex.  and  sat  upon 
all.  both  men  and  women.  They  all  spoke 
under  thi  compelling  power  of  the  Spirit. 

4.  Whjen  the  miiltitudi's  had  been  drawn 
to  the  place  of  this  assembly  because  of  the 
sound  wliii'h  they  hail  heard,  and  were  en- 
deavoriini  to  account  fur  the  wonderful  phe- 
nomenon, on  Ihe  grouud  uf  too  free  a use 
of  new  wine,  Peter  arose  and  vindicated  the 
assembly  against  that  base  and  slanderous 
charge.  II**  begins  by  saying:  “This  is  that 
whieh  wjis  spokep  through  the  prophet 
Joel.”  Vf'hat  Joel  had  predicted  he  quotes 
ill  full  t^  the  effect  that  God  had  said 
through  the  prophet  Joel,  that  he  would 
''pqiirotijj  of  his  Spirit  upon  all  flesh.”  All 
tk'sli  iiii'hldes  the  women  ns  well  as  the  men. 
as  appeu|s  from  the  effect  which  follows 
from  thiq  effusiop  of  the  Spirit.  “Your 
sons  ami  your  daughters  will  prophesy.  Yea, 
and  upon  my  servants  and  my  handmaidens 
I will  p<ijur  out  m,V  Spirit  in  those  days 
and  they  will  prophesy.”  Who  will  proph- 
esy? This  sons  anil  the  daughters,  the  male 
servants  And  the  fcmnlc  servants.  The  one 
as  well  asjthe  other.  Because  of  the  inspira- 
tion of  tl(f'  Spirit  of  God,  they  will  proph 
esy. 

5.  Th#  language  of  Peter  cannot  mean 
less  than' | that  what  Joel  had  predicted  of 
the  Messiijuii'  age  was  then  and  there  Icing 
realized,  fl’lie  conclusion  is  inevitable  that, 
what  the  men  did  lirec  the  women  did  also. 
For  Joel  tuiil  said  that  the  daughters,  luy 
female  aerfvnnts,  should  prophesy,  and  Peter 
said  Joel  a prediction  was  fulfilled  on  the 
day  of  Pentecost.  They  all  prophesied. 

ti.  The  [word  to  prophesy  may  be  studied 
here,  for  I lie  sake  of  ascertaining  if  possible, 
what  the  inis  and  daughter,  “My  male  ser- 
vants and  my  female  servants.”  did,  since 
it  is  aftirjned  of.  them  that  they  prophe- 
sied. Thui  word  is  of  frequent  occurrence 
and  men nl  “To  speak  forth  by  divine  in- 
spiration, j to  predict,  to  foretell  future 
events  pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of  (}•«!, 
to  declare]  what  can  only  he  known  by  di- 
vine inspiration.  t<>  break  forth  into  lofty 
discourse  tinder  the  impelling  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  praise  of  the  divine  council; 
to  teach,  refute,  reprove,  admonish  aud  to 
comfort.  (Bee  Thayer’s  I/exieon).  The  pro- 
phetic gift  is  not  alwsys  exercised  in  fore- 
telling future  events.  The  prophet  is  on*' 
standing  llefore  God  and  speaking  for  God, 
announces!  bv,  the  divine  impulse  inspired 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  with  divine  power 
the  spiritual  truths  inveiled  to  his  spiritual 
perception)  He  receives  them  in  his  own 
higher  spijit,  unto  which  a*  to  an  olmerva- 
tory  of  heavenly  vision,  his  life  for  a season 
withdraws;  itself,  Hnd  when  shrinikng  from 
all  contact  with  externals,  H ha*  a teeing 
e/e,  a hewing  and  a perceiving  sens.:  for 
the  thing*  of  eternity  or  of  the  future. 


What  the  prophet  th.uk  receives  in  the  aane- 
tnary  of  hi*  spirit  or  meeting  place  of  the 
two  worlds,  that  he  announces,  through  the 
medium  of  the  subordinate  mind,  and  ita 

outflowing  fcpeech.”  (’anon  Evens),  The 
word  always  carries  with  the  idea  of  speak* 
ing  out  for  G«*d,  befpre  the  people.  The 
spirit  of  God  moves  tijpon  the  spiritual  de- 
ment in  the  |»eliever ‘a  nature,  revealing  spir- 
itual truth,  whieh  is  apprehended  as  truth, 
by  the  orgilu  of  spiritual  |*ereeption,  sud 
passe*  out  through  the  li|m  in  articulate 
form  to  the  hearer  for  his  profit.

This  office  of  a prophet  could  not  he  as 
sumrel,  miry  was  it  tli*'  rewiilt  «f  human 
effort,  but  H gift  of  the  Spin!  Thfese  mi 
married  women  were  endow'd  with  the 
prophetic  gift  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  They 
were  not  presuming  to  exercise  a funet mui 
which  it  w-as  a shame  for  them  to  exercise, 
but  they  were  exercising  a gift  winch  the 
Holy  Spirit  had  conferred  upon  them,  la.ik*', 
in  no  way  disparagea  these  fo.ur  pious  sis- 
ters. nor  d****s  he  represent  Paul  ss  rebuking 
them  for  tloir  shameful  asniiiii|Hioi»,  during 
his  stay  in  their  father's  house. 

The  expression  “who  projihetind”  aeeord- 
ing  to  the  American  Revision,  is  s pn*seiit 
participle  in  the  Greek  propheteuouaai. 
Almost  equivalent  to  an  adjective  in  as 
much  ns  it  is  designed  to  designate  the 
class  to  which  these  women  Itclougcd.  lb* 
sides,  as  n present  participle  it  brings  out 
the  idea  that  there  women  itot  <»uly  lielong 
to  the  prophetic  elans,  but  that  1h**y  were 
accustomed  to  exercise  this  function.  They 
were  prophesying  woman,  la-longed  to  the 
prophetic  order,  ami  exorcised  the  pr»|*hcl 
ie  gift  for  the  profit  of  the  !***dy  of  Ghrist. 

It  would  sectn  impossible  to  I**'  otherwise, 
than  that  women,  these  four  *•  t least,  «p"t,* 
in  the  religious  assemblies  of  God's  people 
in  New  Testament  times.  I answer  the 
question  in  the  affirmative.  Yes,  women 
did  sometimes  s|*eak  in  religious  assemblies  * 
in  apostolic  tunes.  ,

Alid 
when  Mississippi  College  is  ready  for  co- 
education, 1 snail  favor  it.  But  tlie  colhge 
is  not  ready  for  girU  yet.  T|>ey  should  not 
be  admitted  until  a home  1ms  been  provided 
for  them,  where  they  can  be  properly  pro- 
tected and  eared  for.  That  plan  is  now 
working  all  right  here  at  the  Hlatc  Ulii- 
versity.  [ ; 

It  cannot  he  said  that  the  Baptists  lof 
Mississippi  have  up  to  this  time  needed  a 
female  college.  'i’iiere  have  been  for  a 
number  of  years  in  Mississippi,  several  col- 
leges under  Baptist  control,  where  gd'ls 
have  had  splendid  educational  advantages 
ottered  them.  Some  of  these  have  heyn 
mixed  schools,  and  some  have  admitted 
girls  only.  These  have  boeu  of  immense 
worth  to  the  Baptijst  cause  in  the  State. 

- But  while  these  schools  have  btieu  worth 
much  to  the  Baptist  cause,  they  c<nild  hard- 
ly have  existed  ' but  for  Baptist  patronage. 
Each  has  contributed  to  the  others’  well- 
being, and  now,  neither  owes  the  other 
anything  but  good  ^'id>  and  a continuation 
of  the  same  policy  ojf  mutual  helpfulness.! 

The  time  is  not  opportune  for  the  Bap- 
tists of  Mississippi  fo  launch  an  enterprise 


of  this  kind.  To  attempt  to  found  a female 
eolege  at  thik  time,  that  would  be  a credit 
to  the  demimination,  and  commensurate 
with  our  needs,  would  he  unwise,  and  prob- 
ably fraught  with  embarrassment  to  our 
work  for  yehrs  to  come. 

We  are  just  through  with  a campaign 
in  behalf  of  Mississippi  College,  with  tiie 
greater  part  of  those  pledges  still  unpaid. 
And  for  us  ip  launch  a hundred  thousand 
dollar  enterprise  at  this  time  would  be  al- 
most sure  to  fail.  •

cent  less  than  that  would  he  sufficient  for 
sueh  an  enterprise.  If  we  should  buy  a 
college,  and  pay  $.'i0,U00  for  it,  it  would 
probably  take  $25,000  or  $50,000  more  to 
make  repairs,  etc. 

if  we  are  to  have  a college  for  girls 
let  us  have  the  best  we  can  for  the  money. 

The  hV-ation  of  a college  is  an  important 
consideration.  It  should  by  all  means,  other 
things  being  equal,  he  as  centrally  located 
as  possible,  to  make  it  easily  accessible  to 
the  largest  number  possible,  with  the  least 
possible  expense  in  raidroad  fare.  , This  is 
lull  simple  justice  to  all  concerned. 

1 notice  that  several  towns  in  the  State 
are  “pulling"  for  the  Episcopal  college, 
which  is  'to  be  located  somewhere  in  Mis- 
sissippi. 1 have  been  told  that  one  town  has 
ottered  $5O,U0O  to  have  the  college  located 
there.  If  a town  would  offer  $50,000  us  an 
inducement  tjo  have  the  college  of  . a de- 
nomination so  small  as  the  Episcopal  de- 
nomination located  there,  it  is  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  a towu  would  offer  equally  as 
much  or  mure  to  a denomination  many 
times  larger,  ns  uu  inducement  to  locate  a 
college  there. 

Fitly  or  seventy-live  thousand  dollars 
from  some  good  towu  near  the  eenter  of 
the  State,  with  fifty  thousand  raised  by  the- 
State,  with  fifty  thousand  raised  by  the 
denomination,  would  give  ua  one  hundred 
or  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  with  which  to  buildj  and  equip  a 
modern  and  up-to-date  female  college,  with 
everything  new. 

While  it  is  the  right  and  privilege  of 
Mississippi  Baptists  to  owu  and  operate  a 
female  college,  aud  while  it  | would  doubt- 
less be  a good  thiug  for  tlio  denomination 
to  do  so,  not  a few  think  tli$t  it  would  he 
mopportuuc  to  launch  such  u movement 
now.  It  is  not  an  absolute  necessity.  But 
if  the  denomination  is  committed  to  such  a 
policy,  which  it  is  not,  arA  we  ready  to 
assume  such  a responsibility!  now  t if  we 
should  assume  such  a responsibility  now  or 
at  any  time,  is  it  not  wisdom  to  secure  prop- 
ositious  from  some  of  our  large,  centrally 
located  towns,  and  locate  thA  college  where 
it  will  he  easily  accessible  to  the  largest 
possible  number  of  students  and  where 
it  can  he  operated  at  the  least  possible  cost 
to  all  concerned,  and  where!  we  may  hope 
to  get  a reasonably  large  lotjal  patronage! 

Certainly  this  is  a matted  about  which 
we  do  not  need  to  be  in  a grjeat  hurry.  We 
are  doing  well  under  presentj  arrangements, 
and  1 trust  the  Baptists  of  the  State  will 
think  seriously  iu  regard  tjo  this  matter, 
and  do  not  let  us  make  a mistake.  l>o  your 
own  thinking,  and  do  not  lei  some  one  else 
do  your  thinking  for  you.  The  one  who 
may  do  your  thinking  for  yiju,  is  not  likely 
to  do  your  praying  for  you] 

(Questions  of  this  kind  require  then  exer- 
cise of  the  best  judgment,  and  business  lore- 
thought. 

May  the  Lord  make  us  wiije  that  we  may 
do  the  wise  thing.

Dear  Editor-  It  is  with  a sad 
heart  that  1 write  telling  of  the 
death  of  I)r.  J.  M.  Oxner,  April 
1 1 »t  U.  Front  a human  standpoint, 
not  only  the  Pingtu  Station,  but 
our  whole  North  China  Mission 
has  suffered  a great  loss. 

Ilf.  Oxner  came  to  China  in 
11KH,  liis  call  to  the  mission  Held 
was  unmistakable.  He  often 
statf^l  that  the  I*ord  led  him  to 
give  upT  his  practice  in  Memphis, 
Tex.,  to  come  to  Pingtu.  lie  was 
a mffn  that  waited  on  the  Lord 
and  took  no  step  unless  he  felt 
that  it*  was  His  will.  l)r.  Oxner 
labored  assiduously,  bavirtg  conic 
to  China  late  in  life— to  get  this 
difficult  language  and  was  jitst 
beginning  tot  be  able  to  make 
himself  understood.  Not  only  did 
he  labor  under  great  difficulties 
as  to  the  language  but  those  of 
you  who  have  rend  his  ^pathetic 
appeals  for  a Hospital  iiii(\  Dis- 
pensary know  how  much  he  need- 
ed a place  to  treat  the  thousands 
of  patients  that  eame  to  trim.  You 
will  not  hear  him  make  any  more 
such  pleas  but  I pray  that  the  liv- 
ing C.od  who  giveth  us  richly  all 
things  may  put  it  into  the  heart 
of  some  one  to  answer  them  In- 
putting up  to  his  memory  a bet- 
ter Hospital  and  Dispensary  than 
that  he  asked  for.
